would classify with exactness in the 
literary sense

latest work of 


William Allen White, for when one 
tries to separate it into component 
parts and select one of these parts 
as. the one entitled to dominate so 
far us classification 
Is 
concerned, 


there come so many channels into 
which classification might well be 
diverted that decision 
becomes' a 


baffling thing for which to strive. 


And for this question of 'classifi- 


cation It might 
be 
said that the 


placing of White in any one of the 
many accepted divisions of author- 
ship has proved a task not completed 
to universal satisfaction, so far as 
is concerned either the world of let- 
ters or the world of readers. What 
ever the ' Individual may opine as 
to the classification' proper In this 
case of White, there is none to deni' 
that he has won an enviable place 
as a writer bf things truly American 
and that he has strange power to 
visualize those things one has seen 
with unseeing eyes daily. 


White 
has 
elected to call this 


latest work of his "In the Heart of 
a Fool," which is as good a title as,- 
any, and , no better than many an' 
other that suggests 
itself to tho 


reader. 
But now, where to cata- 


logue tills story that Is not a story, 
this history that Is not a history. 
There are some who might elect to 
affirm that "In the Heart of a Fool"'

]916. It is entitled "Joso de Galvez, 
'.Visitor-General of New Spain (1765- 
1771). The author says of him: 
"A very 
minor importance has 


'been conceded to Jose de 
Galvez 
.among the ministers, of Charles III. 
" He Is hardly better known in Amer- 


ica than his nephew, Bernardo de 
Galvez, whose career in Louisiana 
and- New-Spain was due to the con- . 
Blstent protection of tho older and 
more, powerful man. 
And yet Jose 
de Calves was, with tho possible ex- 
ception of the second Roytllag-igedo, 
the most able representative of the 
Spanish- crown In New Spain during 
the eighteenth century- He certainly 
was the. most competent minister of 
tho 
Indies 
during 
the-.Bourbon 
_resime. 
It was largely due to his 
'constructive statesmanship in that 
capacity: that the material prosperity 
of the American possessions, 
and. 
, hence of the mother country, made 
possible'the great strides in national 
development for which other men 
have received full measure of atten- 
tion and praise. 


JOSE t>E GAI/VEX. 


"Jose de .Gaivez, began his public 


career shortly after the beginning of 
the reign of Charles and continued 
In the -public service unti; the day 
.of his-death. which preceded that of 
the king about a year." 
.From Priestly's sketch ot his early 


life wo learn that Jose de Galvez was 
bom January 2. 1720. 
"He was one 


./ of ifbur sons of a family, pure and 


, ancient in lineage, but as proud and 


poor as pure and ancient. 
When 
the father died his young sons were 


. obliged to-.gain their livelihood as 


shepherd boys, for flocks and herds 
were the mainstay of the community. 
Jri this humble employment Jose de 
Galvez spent his-early years, with 
Intervals of attendance at the boys' 
school in the neighboring village of 
Benaque. 


("When he was S years old the 


village priest took him as acolyte. 
This 
circumstance 
brought 
him, 
three or four years later, under the 
notice of the Bishop of Malaga, Diego 
Gonzalez Toro, who was making his' 
episcopal visitation in Benaque. The 
bishop was impressed with the pos- 
sibilities which the boy showed and 
took him to Malaga to ba educated 
for the priesthood. In 1735 he was 
a candidate for a fellowship in the 
.seminary of San Sebastian at Malaga, 
an honor which was conceded to him 
upon proof of li!s lesitlmate birth, 
his purity from, taint of 
Moorish 


blood, and of the fact that he had 
never engaged in any low or Ignoble 
occupation. Though it Is not certain 
at what date Galvez entered San 
Sebastian, the record of his candi- 


dacy for tho fellowship shows that 
he had been enrolled prior to this 
application." 


For a time he practiced law, then 


was appointed governor of Zambo- 
ariga. in'.the Philippines, but-It Is 
doubtful whether 
tie- ever served 


there/ -After, his second marriage he 
succeeded In attracting the attention 
of the: ministers of -K'ng Charles III 
and this Jed to speedy preferment. 


1 "A: more .romantic tradition has it 
that there occurred in Madrid in 
1947 
a. notable 
lawsuit, (ruidoso 


plc-itb)' between the state and a for- 
eign business house. 
Galvez, em- 


ployed as counsel by the forefgnora, 
made «uch a brilliant, argument bo- 
fore the court that ho'1 won the suit, 
to the astonishment of tho most able "'- 
jurists. His success attracted the at- 
tention of the king,'.who Invited the1 
young lawyer to an interview. Charles 
asked him how. he had 
had ,the 


temorlfy to defend a case against the • 
fitate/ to which Galveu is reputed to 
have replied: ,'Sehor, antes quo el 
rey, esta-la.rey*—'My lord, the law 
is greater than Iho :klug.' Tho readi- 
ness and fearlessness of the' answer 
is Bupposod'.tP. have, been tho vyoung 
man's 'open seaamo' to distinction." 
In 1765 he was appointed visitor-' 
general 'of New Spain .and In order 
that ho might perform this work 
with greater . dignity, and. power he 
was made i an honorary member of 
the Council of the Indies- 
After hla 


services in America he ultimately bo- 
came governor, pro tompore, of this 
important council, and when it was 
reorganized in 1777 he was made 
governor of that section that con- 
trolled', the destinies of New Spain. 
In 17S5 he'was give'n;the honor of a 
title of: Castile, with the denomina- 
tion of Marquis de Sonora, 
It-:ls interesting" to note that the 


litle town of Macharavlaya, where he 
was born, was not forgotten now that 
he had become a great man In state 
and, .indeed. International 
affairs. 


In cooperation with his brothers, 
Galvez erected in. his native village a 
school for "the boys.and another for 
the-girls. The industry of manufac- 
turing 
playing-cards 
for 
use In 
America was located in the village in 
177fi; .for many years this monopoly 
furnished occupation for the people. 
The sons of Macharaviaya were pre- 
ferred for posts in the "royal service- 
in America under the protection of 
the powerful minister, their towns- 
man. 
. . . • ' . ' 


He is supposed to have died" of 


apoplexy, but In 'those days 
that 
might have meant either poison or 
strangulation. He was burled in the . 
parish church of hl.s native town 
and his townsmen honor'and respect 
his rn&mory as that of their greatest 
son.

It is interesting to note in pass- 
ing that his California 
biographer, 


while giving him due credit for his 
statesmanship 
and 
wisdom 
iri 


.handling the complex problems that 
arose in his control'Of affairs in New- 
Spain, states clearly that he was one 
of those In-power-who believe that 
the only way to suppress the dis- 
content of the common people is by 
stern repressive measures, and that 


• "he must undoubtedly share large 
responsibility for_ the final outburst 
cf revolution which pet Mexico free 
from Spain." ' ' 


That he took an important part in 
tha expulsion of the Jesuits ia clear 
from a letter written by the viceroy, 
the Marquis deCroix, which Priestly 
r.uotes as follows: 
"As all the in- 


1-abltants are 
worthy - pupils 
and 
zealous partisans of that company 
. . . I took good care to trust , 


one of them with the execution of 
the orders of the king. The secret 
would surely have got out, which 
would by no means have been con- 
venient- 
For this reason it was that 


I decided to confide in none save the 
Senor de Galvez, a minister who is 
employed here in the king's service, 
and.in your son; we three, therefore, 
made all 
the 
arrangements 
our- 
selves, writing with our own hands 
all the orders necessary; these were 
immediately despatched by special 
messenger that they might be car- 
ried out simultaneously in the most 
remote places of this vast empire. 
"Until now the business has had 
the vast success; neither the troops 
nor any member of the public dis- 
covered the secret until daybreak of 
the 
25th . of 
the .present 
month- 
(June), which was the date I had 
selected for the promulgation of the 
sentence. 
It was executed at the 
same hour In all the colleges and 
other*houses of the company, whose 
money, goods and general 
effects 


were at the same time sequestered to 
the king. 


"Effort is now being made while 


orders are being awaited to arrange 
everything- so that no one may be 
injured. 
The secret was so * well 


kept that the entire publicWs not yet 
recovered from the extreme surprise 
It experienced at the outset, a cir- 
cumstance which—-added to the fact 
that the'troops were under arms—, 
has contributed not a little to the

Hard to Find 


t-TETW YORK, Nov. 23. — One of the 
greatest reconstruction problems facing 
the nation, now that peace has come, 
Is the problem of bettering public edu- 
cation, according to leading educators 
liert. 


The public schools, as well as most 
private schools and'colleges, have suf- 
fered severely oii account of the war. 
JIany American cities had just formed 
plans Involving large expenditures for 
education, when the United States en- 
tered the war. and the plans have held 
in abeyance since. 
Great school con-- 
BlructTon programs were postponed, and 
will', be resumed with many difficulties. 
In New York city several million dot- 
!ar.s' worth of construction, was planned 
for the public schools, and the money 
bas been available throughout the war, 
but the government would not permit 
labor and materials-to- be diverted from 
war work. Ju;rt as soon as the ban is 
lifted the construction of new public 
schools will begin, even though mate- 
rials still are very high. 
Thousands 
of children are unable :to attend school 
for a full tiny because of lack of space. 
: 
OVERCROWDING IS GENERAL. 
Similar conditions exist in most other 
large cities. Surveys 
show that 
the 
greatly under-constructed public school 
plant Is the rule In American cities. The 
fairly complete plant is a happy excep- 
tion. 
But the physical plant is a thing that 
can be built up with a 
fair 
degree or 
promptness if the people want better 
'facilities and are willing to vote the 
money. 
It is the problem o f ' training 
teachers and Improving methods of In- 
struction that Is worrying the educa- 
tors most of all. 
., 
Half the school children In the "United 
States are attending schools taught by 
untrained or badly trained teachers, 
according to a commission of educators 
headed by G. D. 
Strayer, 
president. 
National Education Association. 
This 
commission has completed a- study . oC 
.national educational conditions, nnd Its 
conclusions are none too flattering to 
Americans who believe that the fate 
of a free people tests largely upon tho 
widespread diffusion of sound education 
among1 the people. 
Concerning conditions in the rural 
and village schools, . the 
commission 
says: 
, 
"It is in the little schools.of the vil- 
lages and the rural districts that the 
youngest, • most 
inexperienced, 
ana 
leant well trained teachers are to be 
found. 
Little' schools they are indi- 
vidually, ' but .large In the aggregate 
and his with national significance, for 
in thorn more than one-half of the na- 
tion's children are enrolled- 
"And of all phases of the teaching 
service that which is. represented by 
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these rural and village schools Is the 
most exacting, the most arduous, and 
in many ways 
the most 
responsible. 
"While the teacher of the graded city 
school Instructs' a 
single 
group" or 
children approximately equal "In age and 
•attainment, the rural 
teacb'er 
must 
cover a wide range of ' subjects 
with 
many.groups, adapting himself a. scorn 
of times each day to the -varying levels 
of growth and attainment. 


"While the city teacher is helped by 
expert principals and supervisors, 
the 
rural teacher is all but absolutely iso- 
lated and must supply through hia own 
initiative, enthusiasm, arid resourceful- 
ness many 
of the 
elements of gooa 
teaching that one working In an urban 
community gains through contact with 
his fellows. 


"And yet the environment of these 
small and isolated schools la in many 
ways the best that could -be provided "; 
for, the education of boys and girls. 
The equipment of libraries, shops and 
laboratories may be lacking, but poten- . 
tlal resources In abundance lie • round 
about. What is needed is the mind to 
interpret them and translate their les- 
sons. But tbis Is the-hardest kind ot 
teaching, far harder than to assign les- 
sons In books and hear recitations. 
It 
l£ a kind of teaching that 
requires 
knowledge, insight, and skill to be ob- 
tained only through a broad and thor- 
ough training followed by a faithful and 
carefully supervised apprenticeship. 


"Nor does this tell the whole story 
of the possibilities and difficulties o£ 
rural school teaching. The right man 
or the right woman in this office may 
become a real leader In the community, 
knowing Its people Intimately and sym- 
pathetically^ 
Under his- or her .tactful 
direction, the schoolhouse may become, 
a true community center, enriching the 
social life with a- round -of wholesome 
activitl.jB. 
"It would be hard indeed to over- 
estimate what 
200.000' mature, well 
trained, 
am! 
permanently 
employed 
teachers in these small schools woula 
mean both to rural America and to the 
nation as a whole. They could do for 
America and American democracy what 


the village flominles have 
done 
for 
Scotland <and what the-' rural. school- 
masters have done for 'Denmark anrt 
Norway. They could make these lonely 
outposts of culture what they should be, 
strategic centers of national strength 
arid national idealism. 


"It canriot he a. source of pride to 
' our people that the United States gives 
less attention to the training of teach- 
ers than does any other grent nation. 
H cannot be a matter of pride to our 
People that, of all. our professional In- 
stitutions, those that have 
been In- 
trusted with the preparation, of teachers 
for the public schools are 
the 
most 
penurlosuly supported and the least at- 
tractive to ambitious youth, 


"Nor can these normal schools with 
their inadequate support supply more 
than a fraction of the teachers annually 
needed > for the public schools. 
Their 
total output 
each 
xear 
Is 
scarcely 
enough for the needs ' of ' the 
urban 
communities, leaving the rural and vil- 
lage schools; almost entirely dependent 
upon untrained recruits. 
'

"Jn a typical state—a state that Is 
perhaps midway 
between 
the 
most 
progressive and the most 
backward 
educationally—SO per cent of the rural 
school teachers this year ore boys and 
plrls fresh from the eighth grade of the 
common schools—and even under these 
inadequate standards this state reports 
n'shortage in teachers, so keen is the 
demand for their services in other oc- 
cupations. 
'"For the national government gener- 
ously to co-operate with .the slates. 
first In meeting; the emergency which 
Is drnwinjr so many tenclierg away from 
the schools, and then In supporting In- 
stitutions and agencies for the prepar- 
ation of competent teachers, would no 
to raise .it once the status of the teach- 
ing profession and thereby enhance tho 
efficiency of the schools throughout tlio 
land. 
Without encroaching upon the 
autonomy of the. several stales, no- 
operation would rocopiiize In a most ef- 
fective -way the dependence of the na- 
tion's -welfare upon the public' schools 
and the significance of the teacher's 
service to the nation's life."

Orchestra Is to blame for the rather scant courtesy which so far has been 
accorded. the newly announced Philharmonic Society of California. Hertz' 
orchestra Is, and certainly deservedly, as popular with musical people 
and,critics as Friday afternoon's opening of the season indicated it to be 
with society folk. It is an orchestra of earnest musicians directed by one 
who has been.tried in every conceivable way and not once found wanting 


But none of. this seems to justify a reception for the new organization 


in the least othertthan enthusiastic. Axtlitic competition Is out of the 
question; musical art is broad enough to permit 
unlimited 
expression 


without exhaustion. -Business competition is equally. stupid to postulate 
in this Instance." More musical organizations cannot hurt those existing 
more than new theaters hurt the already'established. They but add to a 
musical vogue, and'the-addition brings demand enough for all to supply. 
If ultimately one or another .by comparison proved unworthy,'Its demise 
for that veo-y reason ought with more tempered anguish to bo received. 


TJ. G. Saunders, who acts as spokesman for the present of the 
new 


Philharmonic, volunteers further evidence of an intention to avoid any 
suggestlon of running the Hertz organization opposition. Efforts of the 
previous-Philharmonic to-purloin instrumentalists from Hertz will not, he 
promises, be duplicated.

If you live In a city, you, probably have 


illuminating, gas in your 'house. You 
need only to turn a key, and out there 
will flow. an invisible, strong-smelling 
gas, which will take flre instantly' from 
an applied flame. 


The gas.comes from a small pipe, and 


if you could follow this pipe you would 
find it joining a longer and larger Pipe 
buried in the street, a pipe that runs 
underground from one of those huge red 
tanks to be seen oh the edge of almost 
every large town. 
Perhaps you have 


wondered why these tanks were down. 
EO low In the morning and why they 


Never Look for a Leak 


. 
With a Match. 


If, at any time, you notice. the odor 


of escaping gas,'first open the.doors and 
windows;. then find the leak'.at once. 
Do not strike a match'while searching. 
Do not takb with you,a lighted candl* 
or lamp', or any other flame. Use an. 
electric flashlight, if you have'one,Vor 
else trace. the leak by its smell alone. 


"When you find the leak stop' itJ by 


turning off the, key which, inay~ have 
been left partly open,; or' by .'screwing 
up the Joint which may have worked 
loose. But if you cannot find the teak, 
or if it comes from somethiftf that you 
cannot fix, turn off the gas at the meter 
arid send at once for a gasfltter. 
The 


gas must not bo lighted in the house 
un^Il everything is sound and tight once 
more. 


Sometimes, when people buy; flexible 


tubing, the dealer may show them sev- 
eral kinds, some of metal and some of 
rubber. Perhaps, If they feel economi- 
cal, they will.buy the cheapest kind of-" 
fered, .without stopping to realize that 
by doing BO they may be risking their 
lives. Cheap rubber gas-tubing iff about 
as dangerous as anything which can be 


- used in the home. It soon begins 'to 


crack, as lowgrade rubber will do, and 


'..then, of course, tha gas escapes. Well- 


made flexible metal tubing is far safer. 


It is important to see that the tubing 


Is very solidly attached at both ends, 
and even the best flexible tubing should 
not be used when it is possible to make

First Open Doors and 
Windows 


Tiro damage of about five thousand dol- 
lars a day in the United States. It is 
a very familiar fire cause.

remember that the dangers arising from 
tho use of gaslights 
were .discussed 


under "Lights." It will be wise, as a 
part of this Ie«san, to rcrea.1 tho warn- 
ings against gas flames without globes, 
against gas-fixtures near woodwork or 
curtains, against swinging brackets, and 
against the wrong kind of gas-mantle 
burners.

At first, gas was used only for lighting 


purposes, but now it ia much used for 
both cooking and heating also. There 
are any number of ilifTorcut Kinds of 
gas-stoveH. Some are'srmll enough to 
set on gns-fixturea, and some are large 
ranges. It is always important to be 
sure that they are tight and well made, 
for a hole or a crack too small to be 
noticed .w.Hi let gas escape, and the gas 
is generally under such pressure that It 
will come pouring out and'mix with tho 
air • of the room.

In some states natural gas Is so widely

the house becoming filled with ea» 
through burners being left open. 


Safety^ Rules for Gas.

from leaks.

about Its terrific power, appearing and 
disappearing ff> quickly?

The ancient Greeks believed that thun-' 
derbolts were hurled in angeri-by their 
great god Zeus, and the Romans had 
much the same, idea, but called ,their 
god, Jupiter.

Europe Imagined the lightning flash to ' 
be tlio hammer of the fierce rod, Thor,

It1 •was only a few generations ago 


that scientists began to learn'some of 
the secret, Uvws of ;this force. 
Every 


one knows- the story of how Benjamin 
Fraftklln drew electricity from a thun- 
der-storm 'by means of a kite, and "of 
how Galvani-" turned a current into the 
severed leg' of a frog and caused it to 
kick. Still, electricity was considered as 
a mare scientific wonder. Very feeble 
currents were produced in the labora- 
tories; nobody seemed . to think that 
anything would come of it. 


At last there appeared -a great In- 


rentlon, tho dynamo. There Is no need 
to describe the .dynamo* here, but it 
made possible th^ production of a strong 
current, one powerful enough to <b« of 
some value., The dynamo in :its, simplest 
form was invented by Faraday in the 
year 1831; that really was the year in 
•which the force-became a servant and 
went to work for man. 'It-took aomo 
time to work out details, but'in course 
of time it was seen that the new servant 
was to be a wonderful helper that could 
do much of the work of mankind. It' 
could be sent anywhere • by moans of 
wires, and could' accomplish the most 
amazing things. 
• 


Today it lights our streets and bouses, 


it runs our cars and even our trains. It 
carries our messages and our voices, it, 
furnishes the power In thousands of 
factories, and ia used in BO many other 
ways that the mere Ust would he a 
long one. • Thej-e is hardly a town in 
this country where the electric current 
is not utilized; there is hardly a per- 
son who does not, employ' it In some 
form. We often truly say that thlg ij 
the "Age of Electricity." For this rea- 
son, every one should understand some- 
thing of its laws, and appreciate that it 
has dangers as well as uses. Every one 
should be able to recognize these dan- 
gers, and learn how they -may be 
avoided. 


How the Little Bee Is Helping 


Win the War 


Tho bee is an Interesting little worker 


who strives and tolls to make honey 
so that we may substitute it for s-jgar. 
The busy little honey bee lives in Uie 
wide fields In tha country where honey- 
suckle and' clover bloom, or perhaps 
gathers together With other bees and 
lives in a place called an apiary. Tho 
inside of the hives aro-filled with tiny 
cells in the shape of a hexagon. 


Each hive has a queen beo who rules 


with an autocratic air. 
She lays the 


eggs and although . thousands' of the 
members of. the hive die every month 
she laysi so many * eggs that the num- 
ber Is never diminished. 
: 


The bee gathers the honey by flying 


from one flower to the other searching 
for" tho tiny drop of. nectar in their 
•hearts; the beo then'- flies back to the 
hive. On the way through a process 
in the bee's 
mouth 
the' nectar 
Is 


changed to honey. 
Before the bee is 


allowed 
to -enter 
she is questioned 


whether she has any honoy; If so, she 
is allowed to enter and deposit it and 
go-out for more. 


Tha bee, when flying into the heart 


of the flower, catches the pollen on Its 
legs, flies to another flower and br-ishes 
It off again; In this way pollen ia 
transferred' 
from 
ono flower to the 


other. So the bee hot only makes the 
honey for us but helps the trees to 
grow. . "Wu'en the bees set out to seek 
a. new hive the queen,bee sends out 
scouts, then the beekeeper places a hive 
under them. The queen bee flies in and 
of course tho others follow. 
In this 


way a colony of bees la formed. 


The honey 1s either put In jars or 


frames and brought to bakery, grocery 
or market 
Every year 300,000 people 


are engaged in the honey industry. Each 
year 1,000.000 pounds of honey ia pro- 
duced in tho United States. Honey can 
be made Into honey cakes, sold pure or 
In the comb. The little honey beo is 
this day helping the housewife .by sup- 
plying honey to substitute for sugar. 
We should observe this busy little fel- 
low as ho is the best friend wa have.

The electric current will travel readily

Sfost metals aro good conductors, while 
rubber and glass are examples of non- 
conductors. Tho human body is a mod- 
erately good conductor. For this reason 
it la dangerous for a person to touch 
trolley wires, electric-light wires, ."third 
rails," or anything else which carries a 
heavy current. If such a current passes 
through the body," It will almost cOr- 
talnly cause death.

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THE PEACE DELEGATES. 


Oiiiy one element of the people will question 


the good judgment of the President in selecting 
the American Representatives to the peace confer 
ence. This is composed of those who believed .that 
the Congress should have been represented in the 
delegation 
by . a 
Senator. or Kepresentative. 


Whether this is as important as itx seems remains 
to be disclosed. At present it is not so significant 
as to provoke serious criticism of the President 


The gentlemen named as delegates are thor- 


oughly acquainted with the issues of the war and 
with the history of the conditions that led to the 


war. 
Two of them at least—Mr. Lansing and Mr. 


White—are experienced in world diplomacy and 
Mr. Lansing is an acknowledged high authority 
on international law. Both these gentlemen are 
calm, well-balanced and made grave by abundant 
knowledge and experience. They constitute a 
promise that the American delegation will not in 
the peace negotiations give way to ignorant sen- 
timentality and philanthropy toward the enemy. 


Although Colonel House's public career has 


not been as extensive, as that of his colleagues, his 
work so far has stamped him as a deep student, a 
careful 
observer 
and 
painstaking, 
effective 


worker. He knows perhaps as much about the 
war as any other man. He was the personal rep- 
resentative of President AVilson to Europe in 1914, 
191G and 1.01S, when he visited Berlin as well as 
the Ally capitals. In September, 1917, he was 
appointed by the President to gather and organize 
data that will.be needed at the peace conference. 
He was commissioned to represent the United 
States at the inter-allied conference of premiers 
and foreign ministers in Paris in November, 11)17, 
and at the Supreme War Council at Versailles, 
subsequently organized. He helped to formulate 
Ihe armistice terms which have been forced on 
Germany. Colonel House has therefore prepared 
for the peace conference' and promises to be a 
raluable member of (he American delegation. 


Mr. Henry White was a member of the dipl'> 


malic service of Ihe United States almost continu- 
ously from 1SS3' io 11)10. 
Among his more 


important posfs were Ambassador to Italy from 
IflOn to 1007 and Ambassador to France from 
1007 to 1000. 
He has represented the govcnunenV 


at many international conference*. He is the one 
Republican member of the delegation. 


Hut the outstanding personality of the delega- 


tion will ho President Wilson, as n matter of 
course. Fie will establish the principles and lav 
down ihn program which the other delegates must 
follow. His influence; with the Allied delegations 
will undoubtedly make the role of Ihe Amcricar 
representatives comparaiivelv easy. 


.All things considered, the United States appar- 


ently is ir> be adequately and ably represented of 
the peace conference. The serious work is before 
Ihem, however. mid it remains to he seen whether 
ihry will justify Hie confidence Urn country now 
enjoys.

To Carelessness Or 


Twenty-oiie Crashes in Month ou S. P. Lines 


Point to Need of More Caution 


There were twenty-one 
n.utomobtle 


accidents at highway crossings on the 
Southern Pacific during the month of 
October, resulting in five people betns 
liflled, twelve Injured and twenty-one 
automobiles damaged or destroyed. 


Of these, three automobiles stalled 


on the track and were struck by trains; 
four automobiles ran into and struck the 
aide ot moving trains; one attempted 
to run around a cut of ears 
being 


switched in the yards; ono In the 
course of excitement turned down the 
track and ran Into a cattle—guanl; one 
ran into and broke down a crossing 
Kate lowered to protect pedestrians and 
vehicles while train was passing; eleven 
attempted to cross almost immediately 
3n front of approaching trains.

ACCIDENTS FREQUENT. 
"Regardless of this, crossing acci- 


dents Involving automobiles 
con- 


tinue to occur with distressing fre- 
quency. 
Confronted with wnniing- 


signals, with knowledge of the many 
fatal accidents that have occurred 
and of Uic imminent danger of at- 
tempting to cross in front of an ap- 
proaching train or without making 
sure that railroad tracks may be 
•crossed safely, it IK difficult to ac- 
coimt for the indifference to danger 
manifested 
by some 
automobile 


drivers. On the Southern Pacific in 
the year 1915 more than 500 crossing 
gates, lowered to protect vehicles 
and pedestrians from passing trains, 
were run into and broken down by 
automobiles. 


In 1914 observation 
tests were 


mu.de at 'thirty-four different cross- 
ings on the Southern Pacific, where 
the number of trains varied between 
one and fifteen and the number of 
train movements per hour between 
one and one hundred, and of tho 
S3,072 automobiles, other 
vehicles 


and pedestrians observed, only fif- 
teen hundredths of ono per cent 
stopped and looked in both, direc- 
tions. 


It is significant that few accidents 


occur to automobiles with a single 
occupant 
Whether the dispropor- 


tion be due to disproportion of auto- 
mobiles containing but orie occu- 
pant, or whether due to the ab- 
sence of distraction and 
fn 
this 


sense different than when two or 
more people are together in an 
automobile or In a room, Is a ques- 
tion. Certain it is that distraction 
ia responsible for countless ' mis- 
tako.s. It is when the mind Is dis- 
tracted that negligence results, mis- 
takes are made and accidents occur. 
It is for this very reason that many 
01" tho large cities have 
enacted 


ordinance requiring street car com- 
panies to paint a sign in the vesti- 
bule of all cars "Don't talk to the 
Motorman," 


DIFFICULTY SEEING TRAIN. 
With top up, curtains down, and 


engine/working it is perhaps difficult 
for automobile occupants to hear 
the whistle of an approaching train 
or the sound of a locomotive or 
crossing bell, or gong, but realizing 
this and realizing that they are 
about to cross a railroad track over 
which throughout the day and night 
trains are operated in both direc- 
tions at varying speed, it would 
seem that, confronted by conditions 
so imminently involving their per- 
sona] safety, drivers and occupants 
of automobiles 
or other 
vehicles 


would exercise an essential degree 
of caution. 
. In addition to ringing the locomo- 
tive boil there is a whistle post 
1320 feet from each public grade 
crossing and innumerable tests have 
tailed to disclose an Instance \vnere 
an engineer on reaching a. whistling" 
post failed to sound the standard 
whistle signal. 


MUCH EXPENDED. 


Large sums hax-e been expended 


In removing > obstructions to vision 
but in proportion to the number ot 
vehicles, strange ns it may seem, 
approximately as 
many 
accidents 


occur at grade crossings with wide 
range of vision as where they are 
more obstructed 
from 
tho view. 


Indicating qulto clearly 
that 
the 


primary cause of these accidents is 
carelessness superinduced by mental 
distraction. 
distraction 
resulting 


either from the driver's mind being 
engrossed with tho operation of his 
machine or being engaged in carry- 
Ing on a conversation with other 
occupants. How else may we ac- 
count for so many instances whera 
trains arc 'struck by automobiles 
rather than automobiles by trains?

other vehicles will inako It an un- 
varying rule never to race with a 
train for a crossing, never attempt 
to cross in front of a closely ap- 
proaching train, never attempt to 
cross without flrst making sure that 
it may be done, safely, obey warning 
signals given

crossing flagmen, and stop when 
crossing gates are lowered for pass- 
Ing truins, tho curtain will fall on 
this class of accidents.

CAPTAIN GRAUPNER WRITES OF 


FIGHTING; HIT BY HUN SHELL 


Former San Francisco Judge Sends Thrilling Narrative of How His 


Men Battled Like Veterans First Time Under Fire 


Fighting ^hrough that terrible drive 


of September 26-|S; at one time see- 
ing: two of his sergeants killed and 
four wounded; not realizing that he 
with fifty percent ot the officers in 
his regiment, was a casualty, Captain 
A. E. Graupner, 364th Infantry, 91st 
Division, has written a thrilling his- 
tory, of that tragic time to his wife 
In'San Francisco. Captain Graupner 
formerly was a judge of the superior 
court in the city and county of Son 
Francisco, and is prominently known 
as an. attorney. Among the first of. 
the-letters to come back giving a 
full description of the gallant action 
of the Wild West division, the docu- 
ment is of more than usual interest , 


The letter, written in Base Hospital 


No. G, ,Oetober 11, follows: 
"I. am going to try to tell the story 


of my experiences since my last let- 
ter. How long it will take; how pafn- 
ful It will be, whether I will succeed, 
1 do not'know, but I am going' to try. 
«. "At 3.: 15 p. m., September 25, we 
left tho prison cage at Pagny stir 
Meuse. 
Officer of Prisoner of "War 
Escort >.'o. 32, so was free to leave. 
A train of French camions arrive at 
noon,'and as soon as we could pack 
up we loaded on the trucks. 


"All the afternoon and all night we 


traveled. Toward midnight (Septem- 
ber 25) we began to hear the thunder 
of guns, and as tho night progressed 
their clamor increased and we could 
sec the horizon on our front lighted 
by the almost continuous flash of the 
big giins and the 'flares.

Clouds* at aeroplanes -were 
on wing over both lines. I saw one 
Boche plane break through the cor- 
don of our planes and sw,pop down 
on our line of observation balloons 
and destroy two of the huge sausages 
by parachutes. As soon as he had 
shot the balloons down, tho Boche 
tried to make his get-away; anti-air- 
craft guns opened up on him and he 
was surrounded by wreaths of burst- 
ing shrapnel, but he

swung-, arose and dipped to vary tho 
range. 
Suddenly two of our planes 


appeared from above and .swooped 
down toward him; tho Boche tried to 
wriggle out, but one ot our planes 
caught him with its machine gun an<- 
down fluttered tho Boche to earth 
like a crippled bird. It was a wonder- 
ful, but fearful, slgnt. 


\V1TI1 IHG NAVAL GXJNS. 


"Soon we-found ourselves among 


the big naval guns, camouflaged In 
every conceivable way, sending their 
big shells 
miles 
av.'ay. There 
we 


learned that the big offensive was 
on; we had, heard rumors about it; 
we had seen 
thousands 
of 
troops 


moving, past Pagny, but wo did not 
know when or where it was to bo. 
Through the huge guiis, over shell- 
torn 
roads, \ through 
shell-swept 


woods and ruined villages we moved 
slowly forward. 
Almost every inch 


of the ground has been struck by 
shells during tho previous two years 
and the desolation and destruction 
pass all description. About 9 a. m., 
September 
26, we .reached \ division 


headquarters, and I reported to Col- 
onel Breeze. He ordered me to park 
the company baggage, strip the men 
to light packs, issue extra ammuni- 
tion, and march to join the regiment, 
which was In support on the first 
clay's attack of the Aj-gonne Forest, 
Verdun offensive. 


GREAT TRENCH SYSTEM. 


"The line of trenches at this sec- 


tor ran due east of Verdun throug-h 
the forest of Hesse and the Argonne 
Forest.' For nearly two years thii 
had been at a deadlock o"n the front. 
The Germans had a wonderful sys- 
tem of trenches, backed 
by dense 


; woods, and naturally 
defended 
by 


• ravines and hills. 
These" trenches 


had been blasted and torn by our ar- 
rtillery all night long (September 25) 
and at 5:30 a- m. our men swept over, 
with the 35th Division on our left 
and the 37th Division on our right, 
under the protetcion of our barrage. 
The Boche were forced out of their 
trenches back into the woods, where 
field service conditions began and 


I trench warfare ceased. Through the 
|,woods, over hiil and down valley they 
, drove the enemy for nine kilometers' 
gain the first day. And then we came 
up against the vaunted Hindenburg 


i Hne. 
Our chase after "the regiment 


led us over the battlefield and KB 
wreckage of interesting horrors. Now 


• and then we experienced a momen- 
; tary bombardment, but we reached 
the line where the regiment 
had 


halted—the Hlndenbur-g line—long 
after darkness fell (September. 26) 
without a single casualty 
in 
the 


company. That night we spent In the 
mud on tije reverse slope of a hill. 
Before dawn on the 27th I located 
and reported to Colonel Weeks. My 
company was ordered to form for at- 


, tack on the right of the regiment, 
'with F Company on'the left and G 
.and H in support. We formed.in the 
; shelter on a ravine and then ad- 


i variced over -the crest to our north, 
: As wo topped the crest we were greet- 
, eu° with a hail of machine gun and 
; rifle bullets,'and laid dowri mighty 
promptly and mighty close-to mother 
earth until our artillery could come 
to the rescue.

As'we lay on the hill the ma- 
chine guns swept'the hillside, while 
snipers tried to pick off individuals. 
Strang-e to. say, I felt absolutely no

if I were rabbit hunting-. As I moved 
around, a srHper kept shooting- at me. 
He was such "ft rotten shot that I soon 
began to hold him in contempt. Soon 
I located him in a tree about sir hun- 
dred yards on my right and two of 
my men brought him down in short 
order. 
Our artillery opened up in 


force on the enemy's position. Some 
of our" men with wire-cutters wept 
forward and began to cut pathways

SNIPERS ARE SHOT. 


"After 
we cleared 
tho' village 


(Ivoiry), it was u p ' t o 
us

through the woods In its rear. These 
woods swarmed with 
snipers 
and 


machine guns. 
The snipers wero in 
trees and we dropped them 
like day_o£JLho attack. 


srjnirrelsA I shot two with my pistol 
after they had shot at me and miss- 
ed. Finally we gained the far edge 
of the woods. As I started to go out 
I camo upon a machine g~un in a 
shell hole; the operator wore a Red 
Cross brassard, and as I saw him he 
killed one of ray corporals. I pistoled 
that Boche with as much pleasure as 
I -would have killed a rattlesnake. 


Bruce pistoled another about 
fifty 
yards away from me. 


"From.the .woods there was a 


clean slope of about, nine hundred 
yards to a farmhouse In'front of-an- 
other wood. The Boche were in force 
on tho edge of that wood and as we 
emerged from our wood they turned 
loose on us. 
"We withdrew Into the 


woods; and the Boche artillery turn- 
ed loose on 
us. 
We 
combed 
our 


woods with high 
explosive 
shells. 


Hell was turned loose, human nerves 
could not' withstand It, BO I gave the 
order to withdraw-to, the village, 


HORROIl OF WOODS. 


"Never will I forget the horror of 
that woods under 
that 
searching 


heavy fire. In half an hour I lost 
more men than during the rest of the 
day. 
We grot out of the woods into 


the village at dusk and were ordered 
by Jlajor.Gregory to remain and hold 
the village (Ivoiry) for the night. I 
sent a detail -back .into 
the 
woods 


and brought out all of the wounded. 
That night we dug in, but the Boche 
did nothing but shell ua occasionally 
through tho 
night. Next 
morning 


(September 2$) the 
3rd Battalion 


was placed into the front line and 
we were placed in support. "We start- 
ed out following, the. 3rd Battalion,* 
after our_ artillery had combed the 
ground to our front. 
We went over 


the ground we had withdrawn from 
the day before through some more 
woods on to a high plateau, and there 
Jerry Boche gave us hell with ma- 
chine guns and artillery. For threo 
mortal hours,' I lay in a shallow 
trench, with machine guns cutting the 
grass above my head with a steady 
ceaseless zip, zip, and with shrapnel 
and high explosives bursting on all 
sides. Men were'killed all 
around 


me, but I apparently bore a charmed 
life. 


"Even then I felt no fear, and at 


the first let-up got my company out, 
reorganized and away into the wood 
again. We swept forward 
through 


the wood, across another-open space, 
and late in' the afternoon aided • in 
clearing the Boche out of a nicely for- 
tified ravine.. Jerry had been living 
in comfort in that ravine and had 
fine dugouts, _r^mfortably furnished 
and electric lignted. By the time we 
had cleaned the Boche out 
of 
the 


dugouts, the -artillery opened on us 
again and forced us under the shelter 
of the steep bank of the ravine on 
the side opposite to the dugouts. 


SHEXdD STRIKES NEAR. 


"There .we were held all'night long- 


Just at dawn (September 29) a bat- 
tery which had worked in'6 an en- 
filading position during 
the -night 


opened up on us. 
The second shell 


fired was tho one, that got me I was 
sitting with'some.'of 
my non-coms 


giving them orders for moving thu 
company, when the shell burst right 
heh.'nd us. I was knocked forward 
ten or twelve feet, my 
breath was 


gone. I did not know whether I was 
killed or not; 
I suffered no pain 


(physical or mental) I was dazed. 
After about ten minutes I go*, to my 
feet and found four of my sergeants 
wounded and two killed. 
1 got' tho 


Company -moved1 back to a'safer po- 
sition when Bruce, who 
had . been 


back to battalion headquarters, ar- 
rived, -He"- told: me I was wounded 
and showed me-the ""blood dripping 
down my arm. .The company was or- 
dered to hold Its position, so I turned 
tho command over to Bruce and had 
my orderly go with me to have my 
wound dressed. I thought it merely 
a superficial one, for I felt no pain, 
and that I would have it dressed and 
then rejoin: the company. 


SENT TO HQSPITAD. 


"Fragments of the high explosive 


shell had ripped the flesh 
of 
my 


right arm, causing wounds which are 
not serious, which will leave me no 
after-results,.though they will take a 
little time to heal. From the battalion 
first aid station they took me in a 
Ford ambulance to a field dressing 
station at Very, where they redressed 
my wounds, and from 
there I was 


taken to the evacuation hospital at 
Fleury, where I was placed on the 
operating- table and my 
cuts 
were 


thoroughly cleansed' of all dirt and 
fragments. 
Never has my JIasonic 


At 
Very the'surgeon In charge saw my 
ring and gave.me special attention all 
the time I was there. At Fleury a 
Masonic surgeon picked me out, wen*, 
into the X-ray room with me and 
then placed me in the operating room 
and gave me his special 
attention.

before, but they acted like veterans. 
I was overflowing with pride at the 
way my men acted under fire. 
The 


constant drill and discipline made 
them act just as though we 
wero 


having: a maneuver. 
The horrors' o£ 


the battlefield did not affect me un- 
til all was over. 
The sight of men 


falling, of bodies blown to shreds by 
high explosives, of 
distorted dead, 


seems tho commonplace thing dur- 
ing the progress of battle. Only after 
it was over and I reviewed'things in 
my mind did I appreciate what hor- 
rible sights I had witnessed without 
flinching. 


"From-the c-vacuation hospital nt i 


Fleury we wore taken In an Ameri- 
can hospital train to the evacuation 
base hospital at Vlttel. 
There we 


remained for four days to rest and 
wero then brought back to this Base 
Hospital No. G at Bordeaux.

The least splinter or wall 


abrasion is suspicions. This state of apprehen- 
sion exists in offices of legal firms that have noth- 
ing to conceal in the way of illegal transactions. 
But they see how easy their affairs might be dis- 
closed, and they, feel, that it is proper to take 
reasonable precaution. But (he number of peo- 
ple all over the city who have had borne in upon 
them the danger of discussing secrets over the 
phone is legion. There is no doubt that central, 
has experienced relief from the sudden cessation 
of such employment of the lines. The laconic "not 
safe 10 discuss over the phone" cuts short many 
a confab that formerly was spun out. With that, 
nothing that can be done will entire!j safeguard 
any office from the dictagraph, or anybody's line 
from being tapped. And whether this is done or 
not it is readily seen how it may be claimed to 
have been done, for after all, the evidence is not 
automatic. It must be taken down in shorthand, 
which involves the veracity of the person who does 
that. Another feature is the possibility of send- 
ing persons into an office at night or other time 
when it is unoccupied, there to hold converse 
along the lines in which it is desired to entrap 
the bona fide tenants, which those who are re- 
ceiving from the dictagraph can truthfully swear 
was what they overheard. 


An Era of Sleuthing 


There sei-ius to have been an era of wire tap- 


ping and dictagraph installing. 
War Attorney 


Ombaun, back in the summer, found that his 
telephone wire had been tapped and a dicta- 
graph installed, and that a report of what these 
intrusions revealed had been sent to Washing- 
ton, whence he heard of them.

Penalty for Wire Tapping 


Sc-cuon (MU of the Penal Code provides that 


".Every person who, by means of any machine, 
instrument, or contrivance, or in any other man- 
ner, willfully and fraudulently or clandestinely 
lap.s, or makes any unauthorized connection with 
any telegraph or telephone wii-e, line, cable or 
instrument under [lie control of any telegraph or 
k-lephoiic company: or who willfully and fraudu- 
lently, or clandestinely, or in any unauthorized 
manner, reads nr attempts to read, or to loam the 
contents or meaning of any message, report or 
communication while the same is in transit or 
passing over any telegraph or telephone wire, line 
or cable, or is being sent from or received at any 
place within the State; or who uses, or attempts 
to use. in any manner. or for ;,nv purpose, or lo 
communicate in any way, any information so 
obtained: or who aids, agrees with, emplov*, or 
conspires with any person or persons to unlaw- 
fully do, or permit, or cause to bo done any of the 
acts or tilings hereinahove mentioned, is punish- 
able as provided in section R?,0." The penalty pro- 
vided in section (;3fl is Imprisonment in the Rtate 
'prison not exceeding five, years, or imprisonment 
in the. county jail noi exceeding one year, or a fine 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or both such 
fine and imprisonment. 
Weller's Case Recalled 


About eight years ago the pr-ople made a hys- 


terical onslaught on the police rr.urt. A man was 
accused of an offense of the nature that gener- 
ally gets- the limit. He wa.s admitted to a heavy 
bail, which was subsequently reduced, and which 
he jumped and got away. Thereupon the magis- 
trate who reduced the bail was blamed, thcTrc- 
call machinery was put in motion and in the onlv 
instance in which it .has succeeded in this citv 
the Jndga was unseated, from whi<;h humiliation 
he soon thereafter died. The Judge was Charles 
L. Wei lev, whose father wns one of the earlier 


governors of the State. 
I ha?e often thought, 


considering what I have seen of police court 
proceedings and what has been disclosed in cases 
that have obtained publicity, that Weller was 
rather above the average of magistrates who are 
placed upon the police bench; and some of the 
alleged disclosures now confirm this judgment. 
But the hysteria has completely subsided and no 
summary move is made as there was then. Weiler 
seems to have vicariously atoned for the whole 
bench. 


The Case of Varrelman 


In the Varrelmaii case a striking example is af- 


forded of the lack of care exercised in the selec- 
tion of instructors for the youth in the public 
schools as to their patriotic'character. Men are 
placed in positions where they are able to ex- 
ercise the greatest influence upon the unfolding 
minds of budding Americans without any pains 
being taken to assure the soundness of their 
Americanism or even their stability as to any 
form of government. 
Varrelman should have 


registered from Berkeley in 1917. But he seems 
to have skipped about that time, and next ap- 
peared at Bellingham, Washington. Here 
be 


seemed to have had no difficulty in getting a 
position as teacher, but did not tarry long, for 
in July, 191S, while in the act of instructing pu- 
pils in the Lowell High School, he was arrested 
35 a slacker. Apparently he had no tronbie in 
catching on here. 
On being arraigned before 


Judge Dooling he pleaded guilty. He is a na- 
tive of Guatemala, and seems to have expected 
deportation thither, or that he could square him- 
self by enlisting; for he expressed a preference 
for induction in the Foreign Legion of France, 
"since the Legion has many anarchists in its 
ranks." A glimpse of the mental status of this 
singular person may be obtained from a state- 
ment which he prepared and caused to be pre- 
sented to the court, with the request that.it be 
read before sentence was pronounced. 
"I had 


every reason possible," he set forth, "for not want- 
ing to be drafted with the crudities called men 
in Bellingham, and J expected to come to Berkeley 
and there register. 
In Berkeley I at least 


expected to have compatriots with a degree 
of refinement. I notice, however, that men 
are very much the same everywhere-;—crude, 
dissipating 
and vulgar." He admitted 
that 


he had 
belonged to the I. W. "NY. for 
six 


years, and declared 
himself a revolutionist 


There may be others teaching in the public 
schools with such 
mental equipoise — there 


appears to be nothing to hinder their getting' 
there—but such disclosures ought to serve as 
nn awakening to the necessity of laws that would 
require every instructor of American youth, at 
least in the public schools, to be 100 per cent 
patriotic Americans. 


Slackers Worried 


There were quite a ' number of slackers who 


went to 'Mexico to escape the draft, some from this 
city, but more from the southern section. 
It 


was handy for any one who was bent on dodg- 
ing. All (hey supposed they had to do was to 
cross the line and remain till the trouble was 
over; then to come back and resume whatever life 
they were leading. But behold, it won't be all 
right. There must be a reckoning whenever they 
come back. Such notice has been given by a spe- 
cial agent of the Department of Justice. 
Not 


only is there to be a reckoning, but the announce- 
ment is made that there will be no clemency. 
Rome who sought refuge over the line have evi- 
dently found it less enjoyable than they supposed 
it would be, and have caused inquiry to be made 
as to whether they would be allowed to return if 
they would enlist. They have not been able to 
derive any satisfaction from such queries. 
Ap- 


parently the government is going lo establish 
precedents in such slacker cases. 
McAdoo's Resignation 


Secretary McAdoo's resignation was very sud- 


den to railroad men here. J gather an idea that 
is different from those which have gained cur- 
rency from the allusions that the Secretary makes 
to his finances, or any that have been ascribed. 
There is no reflection on the Secretary, though 
it may suggest a certain astuteness, which is not 
a new attribute to the eminent financier. 
In 


assuming the directorship of the railroads he ex- 
pected to demonstrate the superiority of govern- 
ment control and thus presumably 1o pave the 
way to government ownership. In three years 
which was the least time figured on, it was ex- 
pected that (his could be done. Less than eleven 
months had elapsed when two rather unexpected 
things happened. 
One was the sudden collapse 


of the war, and the other was the practical dis- 
crediting of the national administration in the 
November election. The collapse of the war made 
an altogether different situation in railroading, 
which had been elaborately shaped wif.li refer- 
ence to war requirements, and the election of a 
K'epubliean Congress makes (he retention of the 
railroads in government control problematic. It 
is suspected that Republican policy is not in 
line with government ownership. Under the act 
of Congress t iic roads may be retained by the gov- 
ernment twenly-one months after jpea_cc is de- 
flared, but (hey may be turned 'back at 
any 


ime by another act. Any ambition that may

Some Interesting Figures 


In connection with government control of rail- 


roads some figures arc interesting. On October 
1 the government had been in control nine months, 
and under its guarantee of five per cent it was 
then §200,000,000 behind. But this was an im- 
proved showing, as an earlier report made the 
deficiency §500,000,000.* Both amounts are ap- 
proximated. 
Business is improving, and a pre- 


'diction Is made that by t1he end of the year the 
government's loss will have been reduced to §100,- 
000,000. Tt is announced that the railroad ad- 
ministration has no immediate intent to reduce 
freight rates, but the Director-General has under 
consideration a recommendation to remove the 
half-cent-a-in Lie extra on Pullman accommoda- 
tion, though there seems to be the objection that 
this might increase Pullman travel and decrease 
coach patronage- We are used to big figures, 
so that we may not be surprised at the total re- 
ceipts for the nine months ended October 1. But 
for the leading lines they were §3,541,343,000. 
This used to be considered a very respectable 
sum.. 


Another Rumor About Lane 


I was edified to hear two opinions expressed 


immediately the news came of McAdoo's resig- 
nation that coincided as to the logical successor 
as Director-General of Eailroads. 
They caine 


from such responsible sources that they are en- 
titled to weight 
They center on Franklin K. 


Lane. The opinion seems to be general that the 
financial job will be separated from the rail- 
road management. Each is a man's job and then 
some. While it is recognized that Lane would be 
equal to either job or both, it, is remembered 
that he. is not in the completest favor with the' 
ultra Southern Democrats. 
He is. not a South- 


ern man, and the administration is well domi- 
nated by the South. However, it has always been 
understood that Lane is in line for a life .posi- 
tion on the'bench, of one of the Federal courts, 
and_ if this is so it may be that the idea of shift- 
ing him to another cabinet position is not to be 
accepted. 
It is certain that some inducement 


was held out to him to give up a very congenial 
position to go into the cabinet, where reports are 
to the effect it has not been an absolute bed of 
roses. 


Railroad Ticket Office 


The day before Thanksgiving the ticket office 


of the Southern Pacific Company in the Palace 
Hotel building was being dismantled, presum- 
ably that its counters could be removed and in- 
stalled in the new general ticket office on Post 
street. The latter is about ready for occupancy. 
It is that part of the old Lick Hotel property 
that, has always seemed to have a commercial 
hoodoo on it, at least that never figured as hous- 
ing any notable business. The room is vast and 
rambling, all the ground space being thrown in 
one. It is not a high-class location, though not 
seriously out of the way; but it does not .com- 
pare with either of the three offices which it is to 
combine. 
For this new combination office the 


government has taken a long-term lease at §1400 
a monfh. 
Some idea of the difficulty that will 


be experienced in unscrambling may be%ormed 
from this one item, which is a comparative in- 
considerable one. It would'seem very probable 
that when this merging w;5s decided on it was not 
expected that there would be any unmerging. 


Bawling Out of Ford 
. Not much consideration, perhaps, was given to 
Henry Ford on the recent occasion when he 
flared up and left a meeting in New York, where 
he had been "bullyragged," as he expressed it, 
because he would not subscribe §5000 to the 
United War Fund. 
In this connection, and es- 


pecially at this distance, it is principally remem- 
bered that once upon a time he spent a million 
or two in chartering a ship, loading it with ab- 
normal men and women and sailing awav to Eu- 
rope, on a Quixotic mission to restore peace; and 
it may have been considered that five thousand 
more would neither make nor break him. 
But 


there are those willing to admit that Ford had an 
argument. In other than war times such meth- 
ods as those employed to induce him to "si«n 
up" would not have been tolerated. And now they 
have been publicly disavowed. Mr. Ford was 
bawled out on a Sunday night at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House by a United States marshal, 
who persisted in the effort till the millionaire 
left the house in anger. 'Now notice has been is- 
sued that no such tactics will hereafter be per- 
ni.itted or tolerated, in war,drives in that city, 
Joseph P. Day, wlio was chairman of the special. 


features bureau of the campaign committee, pub- 
lished a statement in which, he stigmatized such 
methods as "practically like a hoid-up.", This 
incident interests a mifcnber in this city, and pos- 
sibly in other places, as being the first public 
protest against coercive measures in connection 
with war drives. Of course, the fear of having 
their motives misunderstood has prevented some 
from making protest, and they have submitted to 
pressure that in other times would not have been 
tolerated and in any time is un-American and 
unnecessary in achieving .any patriotic purpose. 


Outstanding Patriotism 


They are telling at the city hall how Supervisor 


Mulvihill put one over. -When the use of the audi- 
torium for the boxing tournament in aid of the 
war fund was suggested there was demur on 
account of the expense. The rental of the audi- 
torium for an event is £250. Wonder was ex- 
pressed whether they couldn't get it for less. Su- 
pervisor Mulvihill.said of course. He is a great 
reader of the supervisorial mind, and it is figured 
by other mind readers who operate around the 
city hall that he reasoned that when the proposi- 
tion was laid before his fellow members not one 
would place himself in the position of refusing 
the city's great assembly place for such a pa- 
triotic object. So he took it on himself to speak 
for the board, and felt perfectly safe in adding 
that if they refused he would stand the rent him- 
self. 
Hurrah for Supervisor Mulvihill! That 


is the kind of public spirited men we want on the 
board. It was a display of patriotism that some 
others would have been glad to make, 
Lumber Prospects 


Last week I had a brief reference to the lumber 


trade and the encouraging prospects for the Pa- 
cific Goast product. 
Throughout the war, espe- 


cially the latter part of it, lumbermen in this part 
of the country have not had very flourishing 
times. I am gratified to find that my forecast 
of the future prospect coincides with the opinion 
of James Tyson of the Charles Nelson Company. 
He considers the prospects good "if the powers 
that be will allow the business element of the 
country to work out its own salvation, with a con- 
stantly decreasing amount of regulation and in- 
terference with the course of trade." His further 
forecast is that because of the embargo that has 
been laid on transportation and building, there 
is likely to be an immediate demand for lumber. 
It will come mostly from the smaller cities and 
towns and from the country. The farmers all 
have'money and are willing to spend it in the 
direction of improvements long contemplated and 
perforce delayed during the past four years. There 
lias been some activity in spruce, but it was not 
normal, being largely government requirements 
for airship material, and., leaving much inferior 
stuff to be worked off. 
Macfarlane's New Story 


In reading notices of Peter Clark Macfarlane'a 


latest novel, "The Crack of the Bell," I am re- 
minded that the last time I saw him was at a 
luncheon of the Commercial Club, when he wag 
here on a visit, as he frankly explained, for color. 
I was struck by'his changed appearance since 
the time when I saw him almost every day, per- 
forming as the very live ,pn<3tor of a transbay 
church. It seems queer that in the several years 
that I was so familiar with him I .never gained 
the knowledge that he could write fiction. But 
then, one was not looking for a story writer in 
a pulpiteer as earnest as he was. Still, there was 
a gauge. 
He was in the habit.of sending in 


church notices for the usual Sunday service an- 
nouncement .column, but aside from their im- 
practical length there was nothing unusual about 
them. 
He began writing descriptive articles 


about the Panama canal while it was being ex- 
.cavnted, visiting .the scene of operations and 
familiarizing himself with the work. Then, it 
might he remembered, a series of short stories 
located on. the waterfront of this city appeared 
in a national weekly. 
They showed a reason- 


able knowledge of life along the wharves; but un- 
doubtedly his greatest hit has been his last series 
wherein "Bilge" and "Ma," two croniea on the 
destroyer. Hudson, are the principal characters. 
The chief interest in these consists in the tech- 
nical knowledge displayed of these unusual craft 
and the sea life aboard, which is understood to 
have been acquired through cruising on'them and 
fraternizing with the men. It was not known 
(hat 
'this, was permitted, but MacfarJane has 


achieved it somehow, of course camouflaging his 
narratives so they do not reveal actual identi- 
ties, localities or movements. When Macfarlane 
quit preaching he organized a sort of religious 
brotherhood and went East as the head of it- His 
tremendous energy found vent in that for a white;; 
He had filled the role of railroad clerk, actor 
newspaper reporter, preacher and evangelist; but 
apparently lie did not strike his gait (ill he. took 
to story writing, 
Now he is considered one of 


the foremost of those welcome to the? weeklies 
that circulate by the million. 
Officials Are Read a Lesson 


It ia not all skittles and beer to be a city offi- 


cial here these days. Of course, all are under 
bonds, and besides looking out for general conse- 
quences they have to consider in particular their 


bondsmen. There was au era when car$.in the 
performance of official duties was commended, 
but some of the watchdogs of the treasury are[ 
beginning to think they do not make a hit all 
around now by following the definite provisions , 
of the law.. Lately they were advised that the in- 
curring of certain obligations by the Board* of 
Works was illegal, and some bills were held up in 
consequence. Again, a large amount of the city's 
money is withheld, and even an account of it has 
not been rendered. Calling attention to it not 
only has not produced the cash, but has precipi- 
tated an editorial onslaught headed, "Officials 
Must Be Loyal to the City's Policies or Remain 
Quiet." A disposition to follow strictly the 
charter provisions is construed as catering to cor- 
porate interests, and while we must expect cor- 
porations to interfere, there is no occasion for 
ci^ty officials "who know the convictions of the 
people" to give them aid and countenance. And 
this, not by a chickadee publication, but one that 
booms forth, admonition and behoof in a large 
way. 


The Governor's Committee 


It is generally regarded here as a commend- 


able step for .the Governor to appoint a commit 
tee to formulate a plan for improving the ad- 
ministration of the State's affairs. Their duties 
will relate largely to overhauling'and surveying 
the commissions. The idea of government by 
commissions was one of the obsessions of the 
nplift time. The State was to be raised to the 
pinnacle of perfection by commissions. We have 
seen it stated somewhere that there are some 
forty odd in the State. That would seem to be 
a preposterous number, and as there is no ready 
way to count them it may be left with the state- 
ment that there are a good many. These overlap 
and intertwine. They at least need editing. They 
have been created at successive sessions of the 
Legislature without careful examination of their 
trend or whether they trench on others that have 
got there before. No feature of the State gov- 
ernment ever received as much criticism. The 
committee will have need of firmness. Any ac- 
tion that amounts to anything is going to jeopard- 
ize somebody's job, and we know what a roar that 
always provokes- If the committee takes hold of , 
its task with definiteness and is able to withstand 
the man whose job may be jeopardized it is in 
a way- to accomplish great things. 


Harbor Commissioner Arlett 
. Harbor Commissioner Arlett has .gone to the 
'Sandwich Islands and the last letter received 
from him is to the effect that he stood the trip 
well, and that he was slowly gaining strength. 
Arlett was taken ill a year and a. half ago. He 
is naturally husky, having been a noted football 
player in his younger years. He retained his 
virility until taken ill. The person who shook 
hands with him could testify to that fact He 
is of exemplary habits,' eschewing alcoholic drink 
of all kinds. His illness developed very suddenly. 
For a year he lived in the open air in the high 
Sierras and gained some strength. Then he was 
taken to the islands, where it is hoped he will ex- 
perience permanent relief. The case interests the 
many friends of the commissioner, who would 
have selected him as almost the last one to be thus 
attacked. They are anxiously awaiting advices 
that he is making a rapid recovery, 
The French Symphony 


The French symphony orchestra, sent from 


Paris on an official tour and which has already 
appeared in Eastern cities, will be here in Decein- 
ber, its first concert being scheduled for the 4th 
proximo. It is to be- received and entertained in a 
manner in keeping with San Francisco's reputa- 
tion for hospitality and patriotism. A committee 
of representative citizens will extend the courte- 
sies, and show these sojourncrs from a far and 
friendly country that their national achievements 
in art and their steadfastness in patriotism are 
admjred. There is no doubt that abundant mani- 
festations to this end will be forthcoming. The 
first concert of the San Francisco symphony 
orchestra for the season is scheduled for the 29th 
instant. 
The business details of the French 


orchestra's engagement are in the hands of the .' 
San Francisco Musical Association, which is the 
organization behind the local symphony orchestra. 
Aked's Successor Quits 


The resignation of the Eev.'Mr. Stauffer from 


the pastorate of the First Congregational church* 
is the end of another attempt to get this ;society 
back in the position where it was in former years. 
It will be remembered that Rev. Dr. Aked left it 
to go on Henry Ford's.peace mission. 
Then he 


came back and the attempt was made to reinstate 
him. 
It failed, and the breach that had been 


formed during his pastorate widened. It was 
believed that Rev. Mr. Stauffer could heal it, and 
it is to be said, that he labored earnestly for a year 
to that purpose. Not only wad he competent In 
the pulpit, but he wrought zealously in the more 
intricate church work—in visiting his parishion- 
ers punctually and attending to those offkes that 
are reckoned by old-fashioned churchmen as the 
duty of a pastor. The fact that he is leaving ia 
indication in itself that he has not been satisfied 
with results. He came from Toronto and will 
retvirn to the Dominion, having accepted a call 
from Winnipeg.
